It appears on cloudy, or partially 
cloudy days, to be nearer the earth 
than is the ease on similar days dur- 
ing the summer months. That this ap- 
pearance is no figment of the imagina- 
tion is shown by recent investigations 
made at the Upsala Observatory on the 
elevation of clouds. It is found that 
all varieties of clouds float at a much 
great^t altitude in .summer than in 
winter. 
The months of greatest ele- 


vation, at least ia Sweden, are June 
and July.

The length 
of this journey is, as nearly as possi- 
ble, 5,100 miles, and of this distance 
some 3.600 miles are traversed in Rus- 
sian railway carriages. The time oc- 
cupied would be twelve days and twen- 
ty hours. It is possible to travel by 
rail as far as Irkutsk, the capital of 
Eastern Siberia, which is 660 miles 
east of Karnoyarsk. This exceeds the 
longest possible 
American 
run by 


nearly 1.000 miles. Our longest trans- 
continental trip is in Canada from 
Halifax, in Nova Scotia, where the 
traveler may get into a Canadian Pa- 
cific car and go through to Vancouver 
on the shores of the Pacific, 3,666 miles 
away. The longest possible run would 
be from Halifax to Vera Cruz, on the 
gulf of Mexico, via New York. Mont-

The amended mercantile tax law im- 


poses upon each dealer an annual mer- 
•cantile tax of two dollars and a tax of 
one mill upon each dollar of gross sales. 
The license fee for wholesale dealers is 
three dollars and the tax upon sales one- 
half mill upon the dollar. Under the old 
Jaw the cost of the lowest license was 
$7.50 and the highest $1,000. The new 
law makes the license fee very small, and 
the real tax is levied on the amount of 
go^ds sold, and the law is stringent in 
requiring this to be returned. 
Sales 


amounting to $1,000,000 annually will 
pay $1,000, the highest rate now paid by 
any retail merchant or firm. It is claim- 
ed that this sliding" scale will oe more 
equitable upon the small venders and 
dealers, and compel those who do a large 
business to pay their proper proportion- 
ate amount of taxes. It will reach the 
department stores, and it is claimed it 
•will add from $500,000 to 700,000 to the 
State revenues.

Some General La-ws of 1899. 


Among the Acts of 1899 that may be 


of interest to our readers are the follow- 
ing: 


Empowering School Directors of the 


townships of Pennsylvania to mate rules 
and regulations to prevent the spread of 
contagious diseases, and requiring physi- 
cians to report to secretary of school 
boards the existance of such infectious 
or contagious disease, in fact, constitut- 
ing them a board of health, with same 
power and authority as councils of bor_ 
oughs have. 


Amending the title of the Act of 9th 


of July, 1897, providing for the payment 
of bounties on wildcats, foxes and minks, 
BO that the Act will be constitutional. 
Some of the Common Pleas Judges had 
decided that the Act was unconstitution- 
al by reason of the defective title and in 
a number of counties, the Commissioners 
refused to pay for the scalps of these an- 
imals . This amendment to the title will 
compel the payment of the bounties ac- 
cording to the Act. 


To extend the time one year for col- 


lectors of taxes for which they have be- 
come liable during 1899. 


Requiring written notices to be served 


on the commissioners of the county, of 
the time and place for holding road 
views, reviews, etc. This by rule of Court 
is now required in some counties. 


The minimum school term is extended 


to seven months, except in townships 
•where the minimum school tax will not 
keep the school open more than six 
months. 


Providing for the payment of fees and 


mileage of Constables for making returns 
to the Quarter Session and for attending 
at the general and special elections, to be 
paid by the several counties. 


Making Constables of boroughs and 


townships, fire, game and fish wardens. 
Fixing their fees and providing for their 
punishment for violation of their dntv. 


Providing for the payment of School 


Directors for attending the triennial cou- 
vention for the election of a County Su- 
perintendent and providing for the pun- 
ishment of candidates who pay directors 
expenses.

Tliis has been done by comparing tbe re- 
cords of shipments in the books of the 
factories with the records of the internal 
revenue offices as to the number of 
stamps sold to these factories. This 
comparison shows that about 5,000,000 
cigars hare been &ent oat with counter- 
feit stamps is believed to have commenc- 
ed. 


In 1896 counterfeit stamps were used 


on about S.OftM'OO cigars. In 1897, on 
about 19.000.000 and in 1S9S and 1809 on 
about 18,000,000.

There is not a man among them, 


however, who is not six feet in height, 
aud several of them are three inches 
taller, while their average weight is 
200 pounds. 
The men who form the 


teams are inhabitants of northern 
China, aud ore typical of the race of 
giauts produced ia that part of the 
world. 


Lined np against them the knights 


of the gridiron of Yale and Princeton 
would appear as a team of pigmies, 
and the Chinese giants would give the 
collegians a battle royal if they could 
be induced to appear on an American 
ii'eld. 
A club with a collective weight 


of 2000 pounds could carry everything 
before it. 


The main idea in the Chinese game 


of football, as in the American, is to 
carry the wickerwork basket into the 
opponents* end of the town, and this 
is often done by stealth as well as by 
brute force. 
There are no 20-minnte 


halves, but the game is continued un- 
til one side accomplishes its purpose, 
and it often lasts for days. 


The 100 combatants are scattered 


over the town, and are each provided 
with whistles, which they blow in or- 
der to bring assistance. 
"When a 


scrimmage occurs the Chinamen give 
vent to their feelings iu the most 
peculiar noises, frequently shrieking 
with delight. 
Their yells of triumph, 


which resound through the air when 
the ball is discovered, are likened, by 
one who has heard them, to the 
"plaintive cry of a pig that has been 
speaved."

this question. He says: "'Conducting 
the anairs of a household is just as 
much a business, and affords the same 
opportunity as a mercantile business 
for the exercise of judgment. 
Many 


a good income has beeu frittered away 
by lack of this care. With a carefully 
kept record of the money expended 
during the mouth or the year there 
need be no question as to what has 
become of the housekeeper's allow- 
ance, aud the head of the family can 
see for himself just what it costs, 
by economical management, to keep 
up his home. 


"Such good management does not 


consist merely in preventing the ex- 
penditure of money, but involves the 
care and judgment which secure the^ 
return for the money which is the 
most use to the family. 
Under such 


management money is not spent in 
one direction which is more needed in-v 
another. 
One department is not al- 


lowed to usurp even an apparently 
necessary amount when there is some 
more vital need in another direction. 
It will be found that the mere fact 
that an account is kept will of itself, 
result in reduction of expenses. When 
it is to be remembered that each pnr- 
chase is afterward to be written in the 
account it causes one to think whether 
the purchase is necessary, even if no- 
body but the purchaser is to see the] 
account; aud there is a natural desire 
to make the showing at the end of the 
month as indicative of good manage- 
ment as possible. 
In 
closing 
a 


month's accounts the result is almost 
certain to be compared with that of 
the preceding mouth, and if there has 
been an increase of expenses an in- 
vestigation will follow for the purpose 
of finding out how it happened, and 
whether it may be avoided the next 
month. 
Thus the system promotes 


that vigilaace aud care which are es- 
sential to good management,and which 
cannot fail to produce the most grati- 
fying results from the standpoint oJ 
economy."
